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25. (Unclassified - LLM) LIAISON Spoke with Loch Johnson, 
House Permanent Select Committee on Intelligence staff, and informed 
him that I had talked with Tom Karamessines, former Agency employee 
(DDO), but it would not be convenient for him to meet with Johnson at 
the present time as a result of his recent hospitalization, Mr. Johnson 
was understanding. 


26. (Internal Use Only - LLM) LIAISON Mike O'Neil, House 
Perrnanent Select Committee on Intelligence staff, called and it was 
agreed that we would review with him the material in our possession 
and the sanitizations we propose to make to which we consider House STAT 
of Representatives documents under the Halkin vs. Helms case. 


27. (Unclassified - LLM) LIAISON Called Tim Ingram, Staff 
Director, House Government Operations Subcommittee on Government 
Information and Individual Rights, and explained that we would have 
problems in responding to their request regarding the STAT 
until the new Executive Order has been issued and that we had not had 
a chance to consider what procedures would be required. Mr. Ingram 
understood but we will have to get back to him as soon as we can after 
the issuance of the Executive Order. On his request to meet with 
members of our General Counsel to discuss procedures under 28 U.S.C, 
535, I said we would see if we could set up such a meeting during the 
week of 19 December { OGC, will be involved). 
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
